"It could be awarded for a chair or a 
building as long as it represents first rate 
Canadian design," says Smith, whose small 
(four-inch) bronze sculpture has been 
chosen as the perpetual trophy for annual 
winners. 

He is now finishing 12 sculptures under 
contract with the Federal Department of 
Trade, Industry and Commerce. 

He is also completing a stainless steel 
sculpture for the Confederation Centre 
Gallery and Museum at Charlottetown, 
commissioned by the Prince Edward Island 
government after a national competition. 



Project Consultant 

F.J. Spellacy, Psychology, has been 
appointed research consultant for a fed¬ 
erally-funded project beginning this spring 
at Brannan Lake Boys School. 

Dr. Spellacy will assist project director 
Gordon Brown of Nanaimo and a team 
who will be testing students and evaluating 
results. Follow-up tests will be made until 
December 1975. 

"We hope it will be possible to predict 


which groups will do well both in school 
and after discharge," Dr. Spellacy ex¬ 
plained. The school could conceivably use 
the results to determine what is good in the 
programme and what makes the difference 
between students who benefit and those 
who do not. 

It should also help in choosing suitable 
placement for students on their discharge 
from the school, whether they return to 
their own homes, to foster homes or other 
social agencies. 

The extensive tests will be given by UVic 
graduate Oily Leidtke (M.A., Alberta). 
Another UVic graduate, Frank Murphy, 
who is on the school staff, will also be 
working on the project being carried out 
under a federal government grant of 
$53,150 for the school.
